~ HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK 


The first week of the short session of Congress 
defined no issue which needs cause actual disturb- 
anee, though it defined a score for protracted dis- 
pute. The President's silence on the subject of rate 
regulation through Federal ownership and control, of 
national waterways was significant. It is only at 
this point that he reined up his restive impulse of 
Federal control for everything. Outside the White 
House, however, Washington seemed to be more im- 
bued with the idea of Federal control of national 
waterways and “Government ownership” of this kind 
than it has ever been. 


On Tuesday Senator Rayner of Maryland intro- 
duced a 1 :olution declaring that the United States 


Government has 1» right to join with any foreign 


Government in the attempt to control the public 
schools of the States. A clause of the resolutions 
called on the President to notify Japan and other 
foreign governments raising the same question raised 
in San Francisco, that the right to attend State 
schools without cost cannot be given by Federal 
treaty. This opens the way for a discussion which 
in both Senate and House is sure to be protracted 
and is likely to grow excited. 

The most important nominations sent to the 
Senate were of George B. Cortelyou for Secretary of 
the Treasury; Charles J. Bonaparte for Attorney- 
General; George L. Von Meyer for Postmaster-Gen- 
eral; Victor H. Metcalf. for Secretary of the Navy; 
Oscar 
S. Strauss for Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
and William H. Moody for Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court. The Senate had no objections to 
any of these nominations, it was said, but as the 
President had ignored the customs of Congress by 


withholding his message on the day of opening, the 


Senate thought proper to refer the nominations to 
committee until the usual message had been received 
and considered. 


On December 4, Oklahoma granted a charter to an 
electric interurban company, capitalized for $5,000,- 
000, to build 170 miles of trolley track connecting 
important Oklahoma towns. The trans- Mississippi 
West, and especially the Southwest, is beginning a 
fuller response to what is probably the most impor- 
tant single industrial development of the past 10 
years.

Another piece of incendiarism worth notice 
in the same connection, is the attempt to use fire 
to settle the question of a public school for colored 
people in East St. Louis, in a neighborhood where 
some of the residents insist that the schoolhouse is 
wrongly located. The spirit of lawlessness is identi- 
eal in both cases, but in Kentucky it showed itself 
in open and organized defiance of law, lawlessness

FAIR RAILROAD RATES, 

The best contribution to the subject of railroad 
rate regulation in the State of Missouri is contained 
in ap interview with Attorney-General Hadley, who 
brings out two vitally important facts. One is that 
the protits of two of the great railroad systems 
operating in Missouri are greater on their Missour 
business than on the geueral ‘pusiness of the roads, 
and that rates in Missouri are from 25 to 35 per 
cent higher than they are in the naighbaring States 
of lowa and Illinois.

According to the Burlington Kaiiroad’s net fig- 
ures, the company made, on its Missouri traftic, a 
net profit of $5,273,817.84 in 1904, and in 1905, 
$4,857,384.23. The profits of these two years repre- 
sent about a 20 per cent dividend upon a reasonable 
valuation of the road’s property. Its net» earnings 
per imile on the entire system were $2347, while the 
net earnings per mile on the part of the road which 
is in Missouri were $5110.19. These are the figures 
for 19064, and in 1905 the propoition was practically 
the same, with a slight diminution of the earnings 
per mile in Missouri. 

The figures show that although the Burlington 
has only 10 per cent of its mileage in this State, 
the Missouri mileage supplied to the road over 21 
per cent of its entire gross revenue, 

The difference between the Missouri rates and the 
Iowa and Illinois rates averages about one-third in 
favor of the neighboring States. For a carload of 
wheat carried 100 miles to market the Missouri rate 
is $60. In Iowa and Illinois, for the same service, 
the cost is $48. This is practically the difference in 
all the rates on commodities. 

The conditions in these States are about the 
same, with the advantage on the side of Missouri in 
comparison with,lowa. Missouri is more densely 
populated than Iowa and railroad traffic should 
therefore ®e more profitable at the same rate in 
this State. The difference represents gross discrimi- 
nation against the people of Missouri and should be 
rectified in the regulation of freight rates. 

In the matter of passenger rates, Attorney-General 
Hadley says the profits on passenger traffic are not 
as great as on freight traffic. Nevertheless, the 
conditions of freight traffic in a measure control 
passenger traffic. He gives the opinion that from 
his knowledge of the business, gained by a thorough 
investigation, a rate of 2 cents per mile for the main 
branch lines would be fair 
Unless 


lines and of 3 cents for 
and would net a good profit for the roads. 
the railroads can offer conclusive evidence that the 
Attorney-General is wrong in his facts and _ his 
views, the Legislature should at least equalize Mis- 
souri freight rates with the freight rates of Iowa 
and ILnois, and should fix a maximum 2-cent rate 
for all trunk lines. 

Former Speaker Whitecotton of the House of 
Representatives heartily approves the Post-Dispatch 
suggestion of a 2-cent rate. He asserts that it is in- 
cumbent upon the Democratie administration in the 
Legislature to give the public the benefit of a 2-cent 
passenger law. He believes that with the pass list 
abolished the railroads can do this and make fair 
profits. He thinks the Senators and Refresentatives 
would favor a law of this kind. State Senator 
Humphrey of Shelby County is of the same opinion. 
So is Representative Atkinson of Ripley County, 
who is a leading candidate for Speakership of the 
House. Leading merchants of St. Louis who have 
been interviewed by the Post-Dispatch favor the 
Y-cent rate and declare that it would be of ines- 
timable benefit to the people of St. Louis and would 
greatly promote manufactures and trade in the 
State. 

The movement for a reduction of both freight and 
passenger rates in this State does not in the slightest 
degree express hostility to the railroad interests. It 
expresses a demand for fairness to the people of the 
State. It is in hdrmony with the sentiment which 
compelled the adoption of the railroad rate regula- 
tion bill in Congress at the last session. The plat- 
form of the sentiment is “Fair Distribution of Pros- 
perity.”

THE LORDS AND THE COMMONS. 

The long-standing rivalry between the Lords and 
the Commons of tne British Parliament has come to 
an acute issue on the education bill, a radical meas- 
ure in the minds of Englishmen, which was passed 
through the Commons by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

The dispute seems trifling to an American observ- 
er. The Government bill provides that in no school 
supported by taxation shall the local authorities be 
compelled to provide religious instruction during 
school hours. But it is provided that the school 
buildings and rooms can be used by the Church of 
England or any of the dissenting denominations for 
religious instruction after hours. .he Lords refuse 
to accept this. They insist that the pupils shall 
be instructed ° durihg the school hours in the ele- 
mentary maxims or truths of re. .at least; and 
amendments are pending in the Upper House to 
this effect, — 

In a word, the Government bill provides a purely 
secular education, permitting the use of school 
buildings for religious teaching as a special privi- 
lege. The opposition in the Lords reject this com- 
plete secularization of public education, 

There is the usual angry protest against this at- 
titude of the Lords. The saying that ‘the House of 
Lords must be mended or ended” is heard again. 
And at a public meeting last week a distinct an- 
swer was demanded to the question » hether “the 


of veto on the will 8f the people as declared by tne 
House of Commons.” 

This is the real question. In modern constitu- 
tional theory the House of Lords is conceded the 
right to “hol up” legislation, on the ground that 
the wiof the people is not really declared by the 
House of Comrhons. And it has sometimes happened 
that the Lords “sensed” the public will more ac- 
eurately tuan the Commons. This occurred when 
Mr. Gladstone’s home rule bill was thrown out. An 
appeal to the country immediately followed and the 
voters sustained the Lords and sent Gladstone and 
his party into retirement. ~his is the only ground 
on which the exercise by the Lords of the right to 
reject a measure passed by the House of Commons 
is justified by serious British statesmen. It is ar- 
gued that such rejection gives time for thought, 
for debate and education. In other words, the 
Upper House performs the humble functions of a 
conservative brake to prevent the Government ma- 
chine from running too fast. 

But there is growing up a sentiment that a body 
of hereditary legislators is an anachronism and that 
even this privilege should be denied them. It is 
said that the Lords are in no sense pha i” veaipee- 
“estate of the fealm,” a

feared to raise the issue between the two houses on 
such a bill, it is difficult for an American to under- 
stand how he can do otherwise with the education 
bill and with the Irish legislation which the Gov- 
ernment hods as a rod in pickle for the old-fash- 
ioned Tories. Appeals are heard for the leaders on 
both sides to get together at a round-table confer- 
ence and come to some agreement which shall once 
more postpone the mending or ending of the oldest 
legislative body in the world. To an American the 
situation is ludicrous. But to Englishmen it appears 
to be full of terror. 
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When the grandeur of our morals shall reach the 
grandeur of our churches, we ris be the greatest 
and best people. 

“ECONOMY” AND GIVING. 

The advertising space of the magazines and news- 
papers for December is giyen up almost wholly to 
things to be given away after they are sold. ‘the 
advertising is certainly economy for those who sell. 
If it runs into the hundreds of thousands a week 
in its cost, it runs into the-millions in its returns. 

The qu-.tion of higher economy is of whether it 
is economical to give except’ in return for some- 
thing as good or better. . 

This is settied in one way at Christmas by the 
satisfaction those who give, get out of not being re- 
warded. The “Santa Claus myth” is nothing but 
the parable of the highest pleasure in life, the pleas- 
ure of being able to afford to do the right thing at 
the right time without being paid to do it. 

There is something else to be thought of also. The 
man who could get the life-habit of attempting al- 
ways ta give the world in general more than he 
tries to take from it, would be in so much the 
world’s benefactor. He would also be a free man, 





fas far as he could succeed. For the world can con- 


trol him “econoynically” only as far as he is trying 
to get more out of it than he is willing to give it. 

If the workl were inhabited all the year by 
many economical people with the giving habit of 
mind as inhabit it during the month of December, 
there might soon be a series of astonishing changes 
in it, all for the better.

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BOOKS, OWNED AND BORROWED. 

As Librarian of Columbia University, Mr. vames 
H. Canfield | -ys an indirect compliment to the “Car- 
negie” idea in his plan for “syndicating” the prin- 
cipal public libraries of the country. As a “syndicate” 
is literally a plan of “speaking together” for people 
who have the same purposes, its results in lending 
books without charge to those who need them, are 
quite different in purpose from che results of those 
whose purpose is to fix charges on what people need. 
There is no reason against a better understanding 
which would enable all public libraries to exchange 
surplus books with each other and to bring their 
total resources to bear at any given point if that 
were necessary. On the contrary, there are many 
good reasons in favor of doing it, as far as it can 
be done. Those who agree with Mr. Canfield have 
merely used the wrong word for the right thing. This 
would not be “syndicating,” but merely co-operating, 
as co-operation means “working together” through 
methods by which those who have a purpose for the 
common good can reach a common end without being 
either driven to it or away from it. 

The result of fuller co-operation among libraries 
and among the thousands of people who ought to 
support them, might be a very great development of 
their usefulness. 

It ig not too early now, however, to recognize 
their limits hen their usefulness is at the highest. 
The man who has a hundred good books of his own, 
where they are always in. reach of his mind and his 
hand, is better equipped than the man with no books 
of his own and a hundred thousand good books at 
his call in a public library. 

The public library habit at its best, is the habit 
of extensive research, through comparison. The 

hundred thousand good books repeat in different 
ways what the hundred good b vks of the right 
kind have in them. If the hundred good books are 
of the right kind, they are of the kind their owner 
needs for his own growth. If he gets all there is 
in them and cuSfirms it by extensive research, he is 
so much the more fully confirmed in his knowledge 
and often, though not always, so much the better 
able to give others the benefit of it. It may happen 
and it often does happen, however that as research 
grows more and more extended the power of giving 
others the benefit. of it is contracted. A score ot 
great investigators might be named who, after their 
experience with a hundred thousand books, could do | 
little more than communicate their ideas to the few 
who had gone through as many books as they them- 
selves had done. 

This does not count against trying to learn all 
that can be learned of any subject. What does 
count in favor of the man who “owns” his books

FARMING ON THE YUKON. 


results of his experience in farming at Fort Selkirk, 
and these show that, taking one season with another, 
the crops raised and the prices received for the prod- 
uct are sufficient to cause the average farmer in the 


States to look to the North with envy. Oat hay, the 
chief crop produced, yields about three tons to the 
acre, and sells readily in the spring at from $100 to 
$125 per ton. Demand has never been lacking for all 
the hay the farm produces, since the Dawson-White 
Horse stage line, on which from 250 to 400 horses are 
used every winter for several months, passes within, 
a few miles of the farm. Potatoes yield from three to 
five tons to the acre, and bring as much as % cents a 
pound. The average price for a series of years has 
been a fraction over 20 cents a pound. Rutabagas 
yield six tons tothe acre, and sell for 6 cents a pound, 
or $720 an acre. Carrots yield three tons to the acre, | 
and sell for 15 cents a pound, a return of $900 per acre. 
Cabbages vary in production, according ‘to season, 
ranging from three to eight tons to the acre, and the 
price ranges from 15 to 20 cents per pound.

Iowa Farmers Have Heavy 
Losses in Long Stand- 
ing Epidemic. 


FORT DODGE, Io., Dec. 8—Farmers 
are greatly alarmed at the rapid spread 














of an epidemic of spinal meningitis or 
spotted fever. a Baughman of this 
city, Stat- Veterinarian, is doing every- 
thing in his power to prevent the spread 
of the disease. Latest reports show that 
not less than 100 herds are affected. The 
death rate is about 40 per cent of those 
affected. 

The veterinarians are prescribing an 
internal antiseptic as a preventive and 
firsi treatmen.. hey are atso_ prehibit- 
ing the use of milk and butter from at- 
fected herds. 

The first cases were noted at Colfax, 
about two years ago, and the germ at 
the time was supposed to have been 
transmitted from a human being affect- 
ed with spotted fever. The germ 3S 
known as “diplococcus,” and is ideati- 
cal with the human germ, 

Four places in tits county have af- 
fected herds—Vincent, Barnum, Burn- 
side and Guowrie. In addition reports 
have been received from Dallas Center 
and Broxholm. At the latter place one 
farmer lost nine horses. 

The affected animals off their 
feed’’ at once, and whether they die 
or live are almost a loss from the start. 
All dead animals are either buried or 
burned at once and no attempt is made 
to save the hides, which are forbidden 
to be touched.

LONDON TIMES 1S 
CORPORATION NOW 


Change Discloses Odd Tangle 
Through Family Control 
of Property, 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—The transformation 
of the London Times from individual 
proprietorship to a corporation was in- 
éevitable, even in a country where cer- 
tain evolution is resented and retarded. 
The great newspaper property for more 
than a century has been as powerful a 
factor in shaping political destinies as 
the Sovereign or Parliament. 

The change has brought about some 
interesting disclosures in the proprietary 
rights of the Walter family, which are 
complicated beyond description. 

One of the rights enjoyed by a branch 
of the Walter family was that it should 
receive for @& years all the income de- 





This was 
a wedding gift, made to some ancestors 
of the present owners, and has been 
observed faithfully up to this time. 

The change, after a proprietorship run- 
ning through four gencrations, is mere- 
ly a measure of self-protection. The 
original shares have become so subdi- 
vided that the paper now has 150 pro- 
prietors who hold shares varying from 
one-half of one-sixteenth of the whole 
property possessed by the head of the 
Walter family to the fiftieth part of the 
one hundred and fifty-second part of an 
original one-fifth share. The divisions 
are enough to make the head of a legal 
mathematician buzz. 

The exposure of the Pigott forgeries 
by the Times cost an immense amount 
of money, and it was impossible to de- 
clare any dividend. Some of the pro- 
prietors got as low as $40 a year. Some 
of the smaller ones had to be bought 
off, when actuated by political hostility 
they threatened to drag the whole con- 
cern into the Court of Chancery and 
compel a disclosure of its affairs. Un- 
der the joint stock arrangement Arthur 
Walter secured absolute control of the 
property and its policy.

Digging Gang Soon to Meet 
Under the Lookout 
Battlefield. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 8—Only 
130 feet of earth remains to be pene- 
trated before light is reached in the 
tunpnel which is being constructed for 
the Southern Railway through Lookout 
mountain. This will probably be com- 


pleted by Dec. 15, and not later than 
Dec. 20. The Southern Railway is plan- 
ning to give a Chritmas dinner to the 
engineering party and the superintend- 
ents of the H. H. Thrasher Co., should 
it be completed before Christmas. 

If the two gangs of workmen who are 
working from either end meet exactly, 
which the engineers now believe will be 
done, it will be one of the most notable 
feats of engineering accomplished in the 
South. The measurements have been 
made with the utmost -care, as the 
slightest error in the working out of 
the g‘gantic mathematical problem in- 
volvec is liable tu prevent the two par- 
t'es from meeting by a number of 
feet, which would throw the work back 
several months or more. 

If the tunnel was to be perfectly level 
the problem would not be difficult, but 
in the tunnel through Lookout mountain 
there is several vertical curves and 
much grading to consider. 

The greatest credit for this undertak- 
ing is due to D. G. Seymour, resident 
engineer of the Southern Railway, who 
has had the complete charge of the 
work on the Stevenson extension, In- 
cluding the tunnel. He has been in 
charge of the corps of engineers who 
have been assisting in making the 
measurements. When the tunnel is com- 
pleted, his name will head the list on 
the bronze tablet, 

The work is being delayed a few days 
because of a cave, which ts apparently 
bottomless. This is the second cave dis- 
covered during the work, the first being 
a’deep hule which was finally filled.

EXPERTS. DIFFER 
ON CAR VALUES 


Lhose Employed by Chicago 
Say $60,000,000, Those by 
Railroads $75,000,000. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—Differences rang- 
ing. from $13,000,000 to $30,000,009 today ex- 
isted between the valuation placed on 
the tangible and intangible preperties of 
the Chicago City Railway and the Chi- 
cago Union Tracticn companies by the 
expert engineers for the catty and those 
for the traction companies. 

Engineers Bion J. Arnold, M. E. Cool- 
ey, and Anthony &. Du Pont, acting tor 
the city, made their estimates of what 
the price to be paid by the city for the 
traction properties should be. The city’s 
experts place several valuations on the 
properties. The valuations depend on 
the basis upon which they are estimat- 
ed, and they range from $40,000,000 to 
$i), 000, 000, 

The tigures of the street car compan- 
ies placed the total valuation of the 
physical and intangible properties of 
the Chicago City Railway Co, at $30,- 
436.264 and those of the Union Traction 
Co. at $43,119,512, a total of $73,555,776 for 
both companies. 

The city’s experts, in seeking to r- 
rive at the value of the properties, 
found distinct bases upon which to make 
their estimates, but their highest esti- 
mate was about $60,000,000, or 313,000,000 
below the lowest estimate of the +trac- 
tion experts. 


ABATIC ELEVATOR 
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Kansas State House Replaces 
Lift That Scared Old Sol- 
dier Conductors. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 5.—A new pas- 
senger elevator is being placed in the 
east corridor of the State House in 
place of the “runaway.”’. The elevator 
which is being replaced is usually des- 
ignated as the hoodoo and the old sol- 
dier elevator “‘boys’’ absolutely refuse 
to operate it. The elevator has been 
idle since the day the last Legislature 
adjourned, the operator closing it down 
the minute the custodian would let him, 
The elevator has had a bad reputa- 
tion about five vears. At one session a 
cable broke. Then the machinery took 
to doing funny stunts and it coulMi not 
be depended upon. Sometimes it would 
start upward with a sudden jerk, not 
aliowing the operator time to close the 
cage door. Maybe the next trip it would 
zo downward just as suddenly and all 
without any movement of the operator 
to start-it. Some days it would take a 
special skylarking habit and go shoot- 
ing up and down, paying no attention 
to the operator's turns of the controller. 
This was very disconcerting to the 
graf-haired men who are employed as 
elevator operators. 

At the last session new cables were 
put in and the machinery was over- 
hauled, but after a few days the eleva- 
tor returned to its old tricks and was 
as dependable as March weather. The 
elevator has never killed or injured any 
one. but the men who had to operate 
it claimed that they would just as soon 
be killed as scared to death every few 
hours.

Not since pugilism was introduced in America, 9 
yoars ago, his there been such a rarity of really 
first-class: fighters as during the present year. Con- 
sidering even the fighters of only ordinary ability, 
the men in the ring of today, who are really pro- 


‘frseional boxers, and worthy of such distinction, can 
‘be numbered on the fingers of both hands, Such a 


statement may sound far-fetched, but it is correct, 
nevertheless. 

Why this decline, when there is more opportunity 
for success, the financial remuneration greater, pun- 
ishment and liability to serious injury less by far 


than ever before? 
No doubt the fact that boxing has recently met 


with sevére reverses, until at present Chelsea, Mass., 


Philadelphia, San Francisco, Los Angeles and the 
Nevada mining camps are the only locales of bouts 
of any consequence, is, no doubt, responsible in a 
way for the lack of interest by men who might take 
up pugilism much as they would any other profes- 

There are but 12 men in the six different classes 
who are fighters worthy of the name, even at the 
present time. They are: Frankie Neil and Jimmy 
Walsh, bantamweight, 115 pounds; Abe Attell and 


Harry Baker, featherweight, 122 pounds; Joe Gans, 


Battling Nelson and Jimmy Britt, 122 pounds: Billy 
Mellody an@® Joe Thomas, welterweight, 142 pounds: 
Philadelphia Jack O’Brien and Hugo Kelly, middle- 
weight, 158 pounds, and Tommy Burns, heavyweight.

Kid Herman might be in- 
cluded in the list, but he is too light for a light- 
weight and too heavy for the featherweight, and a 
very ordinary fighter at best, so that he must be left 
out. Jimmy Gardner is at times a capable fighter, 
but he is so unreliable that it would be impossible 
to class him with the men of the class of Jack Mc-

In backing up the assertion that golf more than 
held its own in 1906 two powerful arguments may 
be adduced. The prosperity of the golf ball manu- 
facturers, and secondly, the increased attendance 
upon the public courses.

The good ones have been im- 
proved, and during the past season enjoyed un- 
precedented sale. Use of the new ball, too, advanced 
the standard of skill, for players of golf are very 
much like other human beings, in that they wil! 

take a bit more care in using a more costly article 
than with one which can be obtained for half the 
price. 

Public links are coming more and more Into gen- 
eral favor, and that municipality which, say, in 
five years, has not its public course will be a curi- 
osity. Golf is such a good in itself that it wing pop- 
ular approval by sheer merit. It is not Primarily 
a spectacle, but @n exercise, and it exists for the 
physical betterment of the individual rather than 
for his entertainment.

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Athletes Achieved 
Glory in Greece 
By JAMES &£, SULLIVAN. 


One feature of the past season which stands out 
pre-eminently and which is bound to go down in his- 
tory is the brilliant success of the American team 
at the Olympic games at Athens, Greece. The per- 
formance of our representatives made every Ameri- 
can heart beat with pride. We beat all nations by a 
big margin. Were it not for an unfortunate accident 
to a couple of our men on the way to the games 
we would have been still further ahead in the grand 
total. It is immaterial where games are held or 
under whose auspiees. The fact that America shines 
prominently in the records is credit enough for its 
athletic followers. The Olympic meeting brought out 
the superiority of the American athlete. His best 
points were seen to advantage and his qualities cor- 
rectly portrayed. Almost in every event on the pro- 
gram the American showed greater skill. The speed 
of the sprinters, the stamina of the middle distance 
runners, the agility of the jumpers, the strength of 
.the weight men and versatility of the natural born 
athlete were everywhere noticeable. And it was 
shown that when it came to gevelopment of men, 
American ideals are right. 


A scrutiny of the past season's new marks show 
that we have not yet arrived at the limit of human 
ability to improve on standard records. Less than a 
decade ago there was a general impression that to 
beat 94-5 seconds for the 100 yards was beyond the 
power of the athlete. Most of the prophets are alive 
today to see a record of 93-5 seconds go on the books 
for Dan J. Kelly, a blond-haired flyer from Eastern 
Oregon and a member of the Multnomah A. C. of 
Portland. Evidence of the strongest kind was fur- 
nished to the A. A. U. Record Committee that Kel- 
ly’s record was achieved in the most correct way. 
Timers, judges, measurers, starter and civil engt- 
neers sent affidavits that the minutest detail toward 
a record-breaking feat was observed and leaving no 
doubt in the minds of the Record Committee of the 
genuineness of the performance. Kelly will be all 
alone in his glory in holding the title and will be in 
possession until some other phenomenon is devél- 
oped. On the afternoon he ran the wonderful 100 
yards—the occasion being the Northwestern A. A. U: 
championship meet at Spokane, Wash., on June 3— 
Kelly won the 220 in 211-5 seconds. He is now joist 
holder of the rce-ord with B. J. Wefers. 

Kelly gave still more forcible evidence of his claim 
to the ranks of an out and out topnotcher by winning 
the broad jump with a leap of 23 feet 9 Inches. He 
has a better record than that, for he previously 
cleared 24 feet 2 inches, the best jump of the year in 
any country—America, Europe or elsewhere. This 
work of Kelly is a positive proof of the growth of 
athletics in the Middle and Far West and a’ fore 
taste of what the West is going » do in athletics in 
the future. It is perhaps a matter of only a few 
years when nearly all the records will be to the credit 
of Western men. Il'p to a few years ago the records 
were held by athletes tn the East, but as track and 
field sports became popular toward the Rockies the 
prestige of the “ast began to dwindle. 

Last season witnessed the most remarkable compé- 
tition of its kind ever held in the world. It was the 
schoolboys’ contest arranged by the Sunday World of 
New York. Prizes were donated to the Public Schools 
Athletic League and in the preliminary games no 
less than 20,000 boys Participated. Two thousand

Wrestling, always one of the greatest of sports,, 
has, during the last two years, enjoyed @n unprece- 
dented boom, There are today abundant indica- 
tions that the grapplers are destined to come still 
further before the public in the immediate future, 
and to remain in a favorable light somewhere near 
the front of both amateur and profersional sports. 

There are reasons for all things, and two great 
reasons why wrestling shot forward of late months. 
One reason is the persistent attack on boxing which | 
is being waged in all quafters of the country, until 
one can count on the fingers of his hands the spots 
available for big battles of the ring, and the other is 
the prair worthy methods which have been adopted 
and followed by the greatest wrestlers now before 
the public. : 

As boxing has been crowded out wrestling has 
found favor. When we have our greatest wresuers 
conscientiously adhering to a determination to win, 
and win honestly, at all times possible, we are &ar- 
riving at a condition of affairs which must demand 
applause.and support for those responsible for it. 

Most prominent of the men of the day is Fred Beell, 
the Wisconsin Midget, who recently defeated Gotch at 
New . Orleans. 

A striking figure amongst the wrestlers of today 
ig ex-champion Frank A, Gotch of Humboldt, Io., 
whose conduct has adduced more to the growth of 
the sport than any other thing.. Wrestling and 
wrestlers had staggered a bit when Gotch arrived. 
The sport had passed through various stages, Whist-

McLeod, McMillan and Burns had all tried to 
throw him in vain in handicap matches, and they put 
the stamp of merit on hig performances when they 
offered to back him with their own money against 
Evan Lewis. It is not on record that Jenkins per- 
mitted this match to be made, for he was young and 
green at the time and the Strangler had a terrible 
name in those days. Really Lewis passed and 
Jenkins came without a decisive test between them. 

Jenkins’ reign was long and successful, at least 
against American talent. His right to the crown was 
unquestioned when Gotch, a green farmer boy, first 
tackled him in his home town—Cleveland. That was 
more than half a dozen years ago. Jenkins won, after 
a stoubborn tussle, the first fall of which lasted over 
two hours, and neither man off hig feet. Failure in 
that match, in which he belleved bad coaching lost 
him the title, nearly drove Gotch out of the wrestling 
business. He threw his tights away and returned to 
the lowa farm.

Bank — Describes Scene When 
They Counted It Christmas Morn. 
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IXTY-EIGHT years ago Christmas morning the stork winged his way across the Emerald Isle. 
He paused long enough at one of Dublin’s humble homes to leave one of his precious gifts with 
a proud Irish family. That child of the “Auld Sod,” who began life on Christmas Day, 1838, 


is now known to all St. Louisans as “Colonel” Edward Butler, millionaire horseshoer and former po- 


litical boss.

Christmas has always been a red letter day in Col. Butler’s life. It is even more so in his old age. 
Each Christmas morning he gathers around the family fireside his children and his grandchildren, and 


he and his wife, who has stood loyally by him for 45 years, distribute presents among them, and do 


everything they can to compel the spirit of St. Nicholas to prevail. 


“I suppose about the happiest Christmas I ever 
spent was along about the close of the war,” said 
Col. Butler to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “I don't 
remember that I ever spent an unhappy one, but 
this Christmas impressed itself particularly upon 
my mind because it marked the period in my lfe 
where I felt that my work and my wife’s econemy 
tad placed me on an independent footing. 

“It was four or five years after I started out in 


asiness for myself. My two oldest sons, ‘Jim" and 


‘Ed’ were then little fellows. I had been working 
bard, day in and day out, and my list vf Customers 
grew longer almust trom the very day {  »paacd nv 
shop. All the money I earned that I did not need 
fn my business I touk home and gave to my wife, 
she was a woman of good judgment and knew 
how to economize. I felt that I was doing the 
proper thing by entrusting her with my surplus in- 
eome, 
Wife Kept Savings In Little Dank. 

"She had a little square steel bank that she kept 

hidden away in the house. We were living then 
at Tenth and Market streets. She put all the money 
I gave in the little bank. I did not know what she 
was doing with it, but 1 felt in my Own heart that 
it was being taken care of properly. 
“On the particular Christmas morning that lL 
bave in mind, Mrs, Butler said that she was gving 
te open the bank and see how much money we had, 
We had been married about five years, and ‘Jim 
@nd ‘Ed’ were just big enough to sit up and take 
notice of things. She asked me to roll the bank 
out of the closet where it had been hidden. It was 
evvered with dust, in a dark corner, but | went 
boldly at the task. I seized it by the corner aaw 
to my great surprise it was so heavy that | could 
bardly lift it. 

“Well,’ | said, when! rolled it to the middie of the 
floor, ‘you must had dropped in a few horse-shves 
‘in this bank for good luck. This is about the heayv- 
fest thing I've tackled in a long time.’ 

“Indeed, I haven't,’ she said, ‘that bank hasn't 
got anything in it but gold.’ 

“Ry a great effort I lifted the 
and Mrs. Butler got the key and unlocked the door. 
Well, 1 could hardly believe my eyes. It was chuck 
full of gold. Five, ten and $20 gold pieces rolled out 
on the table in a heap when I tilted the corner. 
The boys were playing with their toys In the :or- 
ner of the room, but they heard the jingle of the 
‘gold and came running over to see the yellow 
coin. 

* ‘It looks like we've got a right smart Job be- 
fore us counting this money,’ I said. You can sit 
on one side of the table and I will sit 
on the other, and we'll begin counting.’ 

“E began counting the gold and laying It aside in 
piles of $100 each and Mrs. Butler did the same. 
We counted for several hours, and when we had 
finally completed the task we found that there was

"We talked over what we would do with the 
‘money and decided that St. Louls rea) estate was 
about as good a thing to invest In as we cou!) 
find. That is what we did with the most of it. Now 
don’t you think I had a right to be happy on such 
a Christmas day?” 

Col. Butler dropped back in a great, easy chair 
in the parior of his home. He lighted a cigar and 
puffed away at it vigorously. His eyes scanned the 
ceiling, and for a few minutes he seemed lost in 
de@p thought. It was clear that he wus living over 
again the Christmas that passed Over hig head 4 
years ago, when he Was still young, and the pos- 
session of a fortune of $70,000 made him a rich man 
for that time. 

“If 1 had this life of mine to live over again,” ne 
continued after a little while, “there is just one 
thing that I would change. I'd cut out politics. 
Looking back over the past, with its pleasures, sor- 
rows and triumphs, I find but the one thing that 1 
Se.iv"*!y regret—my connection With politics, 

“The gum as it has been played in St. Louis for 
the last ten ycars ts too hot for me. If I had kept 

of politics, uu4 devoted my entire attention to 
I would be ac'shing up at this age a pret- 
man. As politics -«- now run it fg not ft 
‘a business man to be Miacd up tn. 
t Rave always paid my Just Gebts, told the 


truth, been loyal to my friends, kept my promises— 
but the one thing that gives me most satisfaction in 
my old age is that I have always loved my family, 
and tried to give my wife and children all the 
enjoyment of life that I could. 

“Around my Own fireside I have found my real 
happiness. I have now retired from active business 
life. I have turned my eight horse-shoeing estab- 
lishments over to my son, and I spend the greater 
part of my time in the companionship of my wife, 
who has been responsible for whatever success lI 
have achieved. Every day when the weather Is 
such/that I can, I have the family horse hitched 
up’to the buggy. I take my wife, and pile in as 
many of my grandchildren as I can, and go driy- 
ing. It is a comfortable and healthful way for an 
old man to pass away his declining years, 

“I got interested in politics when 1 was a young 
man. I think it was tn T8963 ‘that John Finn, a per- 
sonal friend of mine, was running for mayor. I 
wanted to see him elected, and got out and worked 
among the boys. He was beaten, but somehow or 
other the Hiking for politics gZrew on me, and I 
stayed in the game until it ¢ so corrupt that I 
couldn't endure it any longer. I never wanted to 
be a leader or a boss, but I wanted to be led or 
bossed right. Sometimes it was necessary for me to 
take a prominent part, and when I did my ticket 
nearly always won. 

“But when it got to the point in St. Louls where 
a man, to be successful In politics had first, to be a 
liar, then a thief, and finally a murderer, I thought 
it was time for me to step down and out. You 
can't find a man in politics now who will tell you 
the truth. 

‘“‘Now look at this last campaign in St. Louis. A 
man has only to study that to find plenty of reasons 
why he should keep out of politics. Over at the 
city convention, for -instance, the delegates hissed 
Folk’s name. Now I don't suppose there was any- 





body ever had any more trouble with Folk than 
I did, but it was a mistake to allow his name to 


| be hissed. 


Most Decent People For Folk. 

“It wasn’t Folk merely that they were hissing, 
but the Governor of this State. I don’t care what 
you say, nearly al] the decent people are for Folk. 
Hissing him not only cost the ticket from 5000 to 
7000 votes, but it showed the depths to which the 
political leaders of the present time descend to try 
to accomplish their purposes. 

“Now look at the expense account returned by 
one of the judicial candidates. It shows that he 
paid a political leader $100. That's getting aown 
pretty low. When | was running politics there was 
no such a thing as holding up candidates for any- 
thing but their regular legitimate assessments. ‘I'ney 





were assessed ten per cent of their first year’s sal- 
ary, and that was legitimate and nobody ever com- 
plained. But the poor devil of a clerk in the city 
hall who had all he could do to make a living was 
never assessed. When I needed money I went to 
the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange or to the rich 
Democrats and got It. 

“The last time I went to the Merchants’ Exchange 
to get money I raised $15,000 in 20 minutes. | got 
it from people who could afford to give it; There 
wasn’t any of this holdup business about it. 

“For the last elght, nine or ten years politics has 
been so corrupt in this city that the only men who 
could or would have anything to do with It were 
those who had nothing and wanted the other fe]. 
low's money. 

“As IT said before it got too hot for me and I quit. 
I would have been a great deal better off if I naa 
always kept a safe distance away from politics. 
I’m sorry I ever had anything to do with it. It cost 
me a lot of money, and caused me the only trou- 
bles of any consequence that I ever haa.

“T have gone plodding along, and never in all my 
life asked any man to be my friend. I never bor- 
rowed a dollar in my life except at the bank, for 
which I paid interest and gave collateral security. 

‘Tl don’t remember that I ever loaned a dollar to 


never to borrow money, and never to loan it ex- 
cept at interest and upon good security. 

“I have always tried to keep my promises. A 
man ought to think well b-fure he makes a premise, 
but when he doves mgke it he ought to keep it. That 
has always been one of my rules. I have always 
regarded the truth as sacred.

Butler's fortune ts estimated at between $3,000,600 
and $4,000,000. He spent large sums of money to de- 
fend himself and his friends during the bribery 
prosecution in St. Louis.

It can be said for some of them 
that, in perfect fairness, they have 
waived all their rights under the sol- 
diers’ preference law, and, while this 
will do for them personally, it does 
not bind their friends, who might fall 
back upon the law, or at least make 
a big protest. Then, on the other 
hand, there are many old soldiers 
who are seeking appointments. 

Right here is where the law operates 
awkwardly for the officials. An of- 
ficer having knowledge of the work- 
ings of the law hesitates to appoint 
an old soldier to any place, for he 
knows that it makes it more difficult 
to shift the help about so as to 
the best results. Nobody who wants 
to avoid trouble will voluntarily put 
in a position one who may thereafter 
claim his absolute right to the place 
under the law. This may be a harsh 
way of looking at it, but it Is one of 
the difficulties in the way of the law 
and is giving no end of concern to the 
new State offictals.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 8. — The 
Jesuits, the greatest of all the numer- 
ous Roman Catholic priesthood orders, 
will enter Tennessee, and the authorita- 
tive announcement is made that a col- 
lege will be erected at a cost of at least 
$150,000. This, in addition to the cost 
of the Jand, $36,000, which has already 
been acquired. Work on the college 
will be commenced at once, and within 
the next twelve months close to $200,- 
000, will have been spent here. As a 
prelude to the great work, Fathers 
Beiver and Power of New Orleans have 
begun a mission at St. Mary's Cathe- 
dral, the mission being of an educa- 
tional nature and designed to acquaint 
Nashville residents, Roman Catholics 
and others, with the teachings, pur- 
poses and importance of the order which 
Ignatius ‘Loyola founded 400 vears ago. 

Some months ago Thomas J. Tyne, a 
Nashville attorney, purchased the his- 
toric Whitworth estate on the Harding 
turnpike, one of the roads leading out 
of Nashville. The estate is about two 
miles from the city proper, and is at 
the terminus of a street railway line, 
therefore being very accessible. The 
purpose for which Mr. Tyne acquire 
the property was kept secret until the 
sale had been ratified by the Chancery 
Court. 

As soon as the sale was completed the 
head of the Jesuits in New Orleans 
Province.

The coming of the Jesuits adds im- 
meéensurably to the already high stand- 
ing of Nashville as a Roman Catholic 
center. Among the flourishing institu- 
tlons here are the Academy of St. Ce- 
tilia, St. Bernard’s Convent, St. Mary’s 
Orphanage, the Home of the Little Sis- 
ters of the Poor, the Southern House of 
the Sisters of the Blessed Sacrament 
and St. Thomas’ Hospital. These are 
institutions any one of which would be 
of importance to cities larger than 
Nashville. 

The Jesuit Society has had a strenu- 
ous existence and has at times clashed 
With the authorities of the church. So 
powerful has it become that the head of 
the order is known generally as ‘The 
Black Pope.’’ The order has been a 
leader of scientific, religious and pollit- 
ical thought for years. The mission- 
aries have carried the gospel to unciv- 
ilized lands, where tarbarism held full 
Sway. Yet while deeply intent upon re- 
ligious, the society has not neglected to 
®aiher for the scientific world valuable 
and accurate data upon the races en- 
countered, the fauna and flora, and 
other important matters. The work otf 
Father Marquette, the explorer, in this 
country will never be forgotten. And 
the astronomic world has much to 
thank Jesuit observers for, while the 
medical world and the laborers in the 
fleld of chemistry bow in acknowledg- 
ment of the valuable aids.

Remarkable Incidents Follow- 
ing Unearthing of Old 
Bones in England. 





LONDON, Dec. 8.—A weird and thrill- 
ing scene of 2500 years ago was recon- 
structed a few days ago in matter-of- 
fact Bayswater. 

It was the death seene of a virgin 
who was sacrificed by the Druids near 
Stonehenge to the sun god, and whose 
skeleton has just been removed from 
the ‘“‘barrow’’ in which it has rested 
since -the early bronze age. 

The discovery or the bones, which 
were at first thought to be those of a 
Druid priestess at Avebury, near Marl- 
borough, has been described in corre- 
Spodence to the Post-Dispatch. There 
were also weird manifestations in the 
house where it was attempted to store 
~ bones until the archeologist who 
had unearthed them could remove them 
to his museum. The manifestations 

continued until the bones were replaced 

in the “barrow,’’ or mound, which are 
to English curio hunters what Indian 
mounds are to Americans. Then sev- 
eral articles that had disappeared dur- 
ing the reign of the skeleton were re- 
_ stored as mySteriously as they had 
gone from sight. The story of the re- 
constructed scene is told by the Ex- 
press: 





Sees Scenes of O14. 


The surroundings were prosaic enough 
—a modern sitting room, in which were 
seated an Express representative and 
Ronald Brailey, a psychometrist of note. 
Placing against his forehead a smal! 
Object removed from. the barrow, Mr. 
Brailey closed his eyes and remained 
silent for a' few minytes.. Then, speak- 
ing slowly and quietly, he began to 
relate the following strange tale of the 
human sacrifice with which the object 
had been connected: 

‘I see some huts. They are just like 
the wigwams of the North American 
Indians. I can see the poles sticsing up 
quite plainly, and they are covered with 

6 skins of animals. There are quite 
@ number of them. 

“In the distance there is a large pile 
of stones, some square, some oblong and 
some triangular. I fee] it is about two 
thousand five hundred years since the 
scene occurred. 

“A number of half-clad men and wom- 
en are squatting about among the huts. 
It is summer time, and the sun is shin- 
ing brightly. 

““I see this woman walking about, 
@nd with her is a patriarchal man 
With a. very long white beard and 
White hair. She is about 5 feet 7 
inches tal! and 20 or 22 years of age. 
Her features are rather long, her 
eyes very dark, her under lip rather 
full, her nose wel] shaped and round, 
and her long black hair falls over 
her shoulders, 

“The upper part of her body is nude 
and around her loins is some kind of 
fur. There is a roughly made crown 
of some sort cn her brow.” 

. Preparing (or the Sacrifice. 

There was a short pause, and Mr. 
Brailey went on again: 

“Now it is night time, and I am 
inside a circle of huge stones. All 
around a numbcr of people are stand- 
ing outside the circle in the darkness, 
I.can see lights reflected, but I do 
not think there are any torchos; I 
think boughs of some tree, perhaps 
Pine boughs, are being burnt, but I 
cannot see them. 

“Inside the circle of stones there 
are one, two, three, four, five priests. 
The one who seems to be the prin- 
cipal priest has a long white beard. 
In the center is a flat stone on top*of 
two other stones placed at either end. 
A great deal of smoke is rising, but I 
do not see where jit. comes from. 

“Now the woman is being brought 
into the circle by two more priests. 
They lift her up and place her on the 
stone. Some hideous figures like idals 
are also being brought into the ring. 
One of them, which I see very clearly, 
ia colored bright red and yellow, and 
on its breast is a very crude picture of 
the sun. 

“The woman is lying with her head 
toward the east and her feet toward 
the west, and the chief priest is stand- 
ing on her left side, with his face 
toward the east. His right hand holds 
a knife and is raised up. Evidently a 
chant is being sung, for I can see the 
mouths of the priests opening and shut- 
ting, and they are swaying their bodies 
Slightly from side to side. 

Vietim Is Killed. 

“Suddenly the priest brings the knife 
right down into the heart of the girt. 
I can see the blood spurt out and flow 
over the stone. The body ves a 
bound, and the priest presses forward 
his left hand to keep it down. 

“The people have disappeared, but the 
priests remain, and they are bringing 
forward vessels bulging in the center 
and slightly tapering toward the bot- 
tom—something like an egg in shape. 
One brings a ‘grape cup,’ from which 
smoke is issuing. 

' “Some small part of the body ts re- 
moved and pleced on top of the grape 
cup, .where it shrivels away and is 
turned Into ashes. The ashes are placed 
~in- one of the jars, and other parts of 
tha body are then treated in the same 
w 


ay. | 

“Skins of some kind are placed over 
the body, and it is borne away on a 
litter. 

“All is darkness now, and I can see 
nothing. Now 1 see the moon. It its 
strange I did not see it before.

"Only a dozen or so priests are pres- 
ent, and they perform strange ceremo- 
nies. They form a ring round the body,

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IN MURDER DREAM 


Fall Only Bruises Man Who 
Would Probably Have Been 
Killed if Awake. 


LOGANSPORT,  Ind.. Dec. $.—After 
jumping from the window of a passens 
ker coach while the train was running 
through the south yards in this city, 
at a rate of 40 miles an hour. and es- 
caving with only a few bruises, B. F. 
Hall, who gives his address as Boone- 
head, W. Va., and his destination as 
Vertigo, Mich., is recuperating at one 
of the local hotels before resuming hs 
journey, ; 

Hall was a passenger on Pennsylvania 
train No. 21, westbound from Columbus, 
O., to Chicago. He boarded the train at 
Columbus and while en route to this 
clty fell asleep in his seat. Just as the 
train was entering the south yards, over 
aA mile from the passenger station, Hall 
suddenly jumped up in his seat, raised 
the window, end before any of the other 
passengers in the car were aware of 
what he was about to do, he jumped 
through the window. 

Joseph Kenney, conductor, of this city, 
was in charge, and when he was told 
that a man had jurped through the 
window he stopped the train. 

By this time the train was near the 
station and instead of backing up, an 
engine as sént out to pick up the man, 
who was found sitting up on the track. 
He was placed in the engine cab and 
immediately brought to the citv and 
taken to the office of Dr. J. P. Hether- 
ington, the company physician.’ On ex- 
amination it was found that not a bone 
had been broken and that his injuries 
did not consist of more than a few 
painful bruises.

Bones Disturbed; Spirit Angry. 


“TT do not think it is necessary to 
hold a seance,” he said, “as the dem- 
onstrations have ceased. Haunting spir- 
its invariably demonstrate théir pres- 
encé by physical demonstration, pro- 
ducing waves of a disturbing and often 
of a distressing nature, 

“In this case, if the main facts are 
accepted as correct, the demonstra- 
tions would indicate that the spirit be- 
came disquieted because its earthliv re- 
mains were disturbed. Cons'dering the 
long period since the burial this partic-

New Stretching of Law. 


Thus abandoning the brilliant project 
which needed ‘‘the stretching of a tech- 
nical point,’’ as somebody expressed {t, 
the Government has addressed itself to 
the more modest taSk of relieving the 
peasant in a roundabout, but very ef- 
fective, way. Debarred from making 
a new law, it officially interprets exist- 
ing legislation, putting upon it the con- 
struction which is most favorable to 
the farmers. 

And one cannot but admire the inge- 
nuity with which the principles under- 
lving former statutes are pressed to 
their extreme consequences, and made 
to yield far-reaching concessions, which, 
down to a few months ago. were not 
even suspected. And the feat is ac- 
complished without doting violence to 
any statute. The lawyer who drew up 
the 18 clauses and the preambles of the 
reform, which will be published in a 
day or two, is a credit to his order. lils 
‘interpretation’ is a genuine tour de 
torce. 

The projects of the Duma were the 
handiwork of doctrinaires: they smelled 
strongly of the midnight oil. They con- 
sisted of a mixture of old Russian no- 
tions with certain ideas of Henry 
George. One might say of them what 
the Old Sectarians once contentedly re- 
marked to Czar Alexander III: “In thy 
innovations we hear the voice of olden 
times.’”’ But the old Russian notion, 
dear to the Duma, of communal! in lieu 
of individual owenrship has long since 
been exploded? 

The Government which for six months 
has heen endeavoring to remove the 
peasants’ grievances had to keep clear 
of it and keep to the trunk line, so to 
say, by which the agricultural classes 
of all nations wend their way to pros- 
perity and progress—namely, liberty and 
property; but orderly Ifberty and Mmdl- 
vidual property. 

Three Reforms Worked Out. 

The task was difficult, because some 
of the new principles had to be 
pressed laboriously out of old laws. 
Rut it had been brilliantly performed, 
and the three innovations which will 
henceforth constitute the groundwork 
of Russia’s agricultural progress are 
the lowering of the rate of interest 
on loans already granted, full owner- 
ship of the land, and state credit to 
the peasants for agricultural im- 
provements as cheap as the credit of- 
fered to the nobles. 

Of these three measures by far the 
most important ig that which enables 
the hushandman to become the real 
owner of his farm and to sell it if he 
will. For it constitutes the second 
and final emancipation of the Russian 
serf. his rescue from the claws of the 
commune, ang ft is apparently fraught 
with more beneficent results to him 
and the nation than was his Tibera- 
tion from the yoke of the landlord 45 
years ago. 7 

Yet this all-important legislative 
act is being introduced, so to say, at 
the fag-end of a juridical interpreta- 
tion. To trace the curve lines of legal 
logic along which the Crown juris- 
eonsults have reached their goal 
would be mentally invigorating. It is 
like reading the clever solution to a 
ceemingly insoluable problem. In a 
newspaper article, however, this is 
impossible. Perhaps a singie spect- 
men may be admissible. 

Bonda of the Serf. 

What is the good, asked the lawyers, 
of getting land to be distributed on easy 
terms among the farmers if the farmers 
cannot go to it? And how can a 
mooshick whose inadequate holding is 
situated in one part of the empire buy a 
lot which is 1000 miles distant from it? 
Clearly he must first sell his present 
allotment and quit his commune. But 
this, as the law now stands, he is pre- 
eluded from doing. How can this per- 
mission be granted to him and the law 
be respected? That is the question; and 
this is the answer: 

When the communities of emancipated 
neasants received land, in 1861, the in- 
tention expressed by Tsar Alexander Il 
was to make the community a volun- 
tarv association. Every member ws 
free to sever his connection with it and 
demand his full share of the property, 
after having first fulfilled his duties,

was promulgated which virtually took 
away that liberty and turned the vil- 
lage community into an obligatory as- 
sociation. After that nobody could 
really get his share of the land and dis- 
pose of it. Every peasant was in the 
power of the Mir, or community in 
which he breathed, moved and had his 
being. Not only could he not cut his 
ewn moorings, but he might not send 
his children to town to learn a trade or 
a profession without the authorization 
of his fellow members, which was often 
denied. oMreover, he was jointly re- 
sponsible for all the arrears of taxation 
in his commune, and, although he might 
have raid his own share to the full, 
was liable for that of his neighbors. In 
a word, he was and is a slave. 
Taxes Canceal Obligations. 

Now the lawyers. analyzing the let- 
ter of that fateful law, find that it de- 
termines its own duration, by the 
words, “until the redemption tax is paid 
up.”” Therefore, once the redemption 
tax has ceased, the restrictive law falls 
by its own weight, as it were. Now. 
the crown having remitted the arrears 
of the redemption tax, decided that ji: 
should cease altogether at the end of 
this year 

Therefore. on and after the first day 
of the New Year, the village commune 
is a voluntary association, each mem- 
ber of which has a right to demand his 
own share of the common possession, 
and do what he likes with it. But if he 
has this right, it ie meet that he should 
also be able to exercise it. 

The next step. therefore, is to remove 
the obstacles that stand in the way of 
this. And chief among these are the 
time-Killing formalities and their cost.

Mrs. Birdsong, whose uncle, A. J. McLaurin, is a United States Senator 
from Mississippi, told her story calmly when she took the stand in her own 
defense. She withheld nothing. She bared her life story to the jury. She said 
she killed Dr. Butler. To substantiate the plea of the defense that she fired 
the fatal shots in a fit of emotional insanity—driven mad by the stories that 
had ostracized her from social] circles in her own home—she declared that she 
could not remember the Aletails of the tragedy. 

When her story was completed and the jury had heard from Mrs. Bird- 
song’s own lips the story that is one of the most remarkable in the State’s 
criminal history, the woman rose from the witness chair and, with her right 
hand uplifted, said in rapid, tense tones: “IT swear before God this evening 
that. there was never any undue intimacy between Dr. Butler and myself.”

LONDON, Dec. 8.—The State banquet 
in St.George’s Hall, Windsor, in honor 
of King Haakon and Queen Maud, was 
@ dazzlingly brilliant function. 

The hall was built for such occasions. 
It is 200 feet in length, and will dine sev- 
eral hundreds of guests in comfort. 
Paintings of British sovereigns, all by 
great masters, adorn the walls. 

The tables for the banquet were placed 
lengthways down the center of the hall. 
The King’s Bodyguard of the Yeomen of 
the Guard were on duty near the buffets, 
on which were placed a selection of the 
famous gold plate, and the band of the 
Grenadiers rendered a selection of muSic 
during the dinner and played the Nor- 
wegian and British National Anthems 
for the entrance of the royal procession 
@nd for the toasts, 

About five tons of plate, valued at 
more than $5,000,000, was in use. It 1s 
not, however, of solid gold, as ig gener- 
ally supposed; it is mainly silver-glit. 
Were the large pleces solid gold they 
would be absolutely immovable. As it 
is, some articles require two, and even 
four, men with the aid of a truck to 
transport them. 

Eight Plates Load for Man. 


The famous Bmperor's service, used 
‘only for crowned heads, was on the 
table. Some of its epergnes weigh sev- 
eral hundredweight. It takes one man 
to carry two or three dishes or eight 
plates. This set also includes some hand- 
some and heavy candelabra.

fruit per y@ar; peaches, bananas, Jap- 
anese date plums, grapes from vines 
which give a daily supply from January 
to December, as well as apples, pears 
and nuts. 

Frogmore also supplied the asparagus 
and many varieties of vegetables in 
season and out of season, some hardly 
known jin this county. 

Game, poultry, reindeer and other 
meats came from the King’s preserves 
gnd farms.

SUIT OVER INTERVIEW 





Capt. Tilles Alleged Damage 
Done by Quoted Atatement 
of Attorney-General. 





A verdict for the plaintiff was rend- 
ered by a jury in the Circuit Court at 
St. Charles yesterday in the case of C. 
A. Tilles against the Post-Dispatch. Mr. 
Tilles was awarded actual damages to 
the amount of $25,000. No punitive dam- 
ages were allowed. 

Mr. Tilles sued for $150,000. His action 
Was based on an interview with Attor- 
ney-General Hadley, published in’ the 
Post-Dispatch of June 2, 1905, concern-

JUDGE CONSIDERS 
GAS REGULATORS 


Gas Company Objects to Hay- 
ing Them Between Meter 
and the Main. 


Circuit Judge Fisher has taken under 


advisement the. question whether the 
gas of the Laclede Gas Co. shall be 
regulated by the regulators of the Gag 
Consumers’. Association. The taking of 
evidence in the suit of the gas com- 
pany to enjoin the association from at- 
taching its regulators to the pipes and 
for the removal of those already at- 
tached was concluded yesterday after- 
noon. Briefs are to be submitted with- 
in ® days. 

S. S. Foster, St. Louis manager of the 
association, testified that Vice-president 
Cowdery told him the gas company 
didn’t care what was done with the 
pipes in the house as the responsibility 
of the company ceased at the meter. 
He was asked by Attorney Wernergor 
the company if the regulators regulated 
the pressure or the quantity of gas and

Mr. Foster said the quantity was deter 
mined by the pressure, but the regu- 
lators only regulated the pressure. 

John CC. E. Ciark, Commercial agent 
of the Gas company, said that as a 
Matter of accommodation to custo- 
mers he woul@ remove the seals from 
the meters, to permit the attachment 
without cutting the 
pipes, but later he quatipes his testi- 
mony by eaying that he would do 
this if the customer wanted to attach 
a regulator to the housepipes, but 
not he wanted to attach i to the 
connecing pipe, over which the com- 
pany claims control.

Frank JL. Jackson of the M. A. C., 


late a student at Missouri University, 
fairly ran away with the 10-mile race 
of the Missouri Athletic Club from Nor- 
Grove to the clubhouse on 
Fourth street and Washington avenue, 
St. Louis, Saturday afternoon. Jackson 
ran in beautiful form and perfect style, 
entirely at his ease, was going faster 
at the finish than at any ovrevious pe- 
riod, and won by six minutes and one- 
fifth second—at least a mile—-from his 
closest competitor. In a word, Jack- 
son ran away and hid on ficld. Hea 
finished alone. , All the others were bee 
hind the hill. 

William McGreevy of the Central Y. 
M. C. A. was second, a bare one-fifth 
of a second in front of P. J. Walsh, an 
unattached runner. Walsh was only a 
few yards ahead of Ed Probert. a vig- 
orous young runner of the Central Y, 
M. C. A.. who finished fourth. M. J. 
Murphy, an unattached lad, was fifth 
a minute back. J. Reed, unattached, 
was sixth, almost two minutes behind. 
J. J. Gleason, M. A. C., came two min- 
utes later than Reed. Thereafter the 
others struggled in” The times of the 
first eizht men only were taken. There 
was an interval of but six minutes and 
three-fifths seconds between the first 
man, whose time was taken, and the 
eighth man competitor timed. Thir- 
teen of 14 starters finished. The five un- 
timed men were close upon the heels of 
the eighth, or last man, timed. 

All this demonstrates that it was a 
close race; that the fleld. especially 
back of Jackson, ran well bunched and 
finished up in good order and condition. 
Not one man was weary or weak. Only 
one, Edwin A. Delporte, M. A. C., quit. 
He was not fit to run and when he 
Started did not intend to go very far. 

Great Growd Watched Runners. 

The streets from the Intersection of 
Tnion boulevard and Natnral Bridge 
road, where the city Hmits really began, 
were crowded with spectators, who 
seemed to enjoy the race immensely, 
Washington avenue tn front of the M, 
A. C. was a dense and almost unnavi- 
gable sca of humanity at the finish, but 
the crawdq courteously made way for the 
runners and no time was lost. 

Condition of roads, streets, obstrue- 
tions, etc., considered, JackSon's time 
Was remarkably good. To run 19 miles 
over heavy macadam. roads, down Siip- 
pery paved streets, finally through 
crowded thoroughfare, over cobbi 
stones, in less than an hour, is a per- 
formance that would do vast credit to 
Shrubb, the famous pone anaes # oe is 
regarded as the greatest cross~ ry 
runner of all time. Jackson did this 
with consummate ease. 

Not at any time was he_ weary. 
For the first half mile or s0 he took 
It easy, In the next mile he picked 
Walsh. who had been setting the 
pace, up in easy style, shot past him 
and went off about his business. Al- 
Ways running in perfect style, head 
well held, chest high, abdomen drawn, 
elbows in, thighs attuned, well up on 
his tee, he appeared the very Rub- 
ens, the very picture, of the distance 
runner. Indeed he outclassed his 
competitors, as the time and result 
demonstrates. Of him it may be fur- 
ther said that he was the only man 
in the race who displayed proper 
style. who ran on his toes and car- 
rieq his body correctly. Every other 
man in the race traveled flatfooted, 
Jackson was always on his toe tips. 
He scales about 126 gecees. is well 
formed and sturdy. His shoulders, 
chest, hips, lfions and thighs are fault- 
less and his high, bulging calves a de- 
light to the eve of the eritic.

Clement O. Gould of 1720 Olive stree. 
died on the operating table of Dr. Jo 
seph F. Mayes of 1801 Olive street yes 
terday. 

The chloroform was administered by 
Dr. IF. C. Barto of 1802 Olive street, 
who told a Post-Dispatch reporter thal 
the anesthetic caused Gould 
violentiy and that he was sinotheved to 
death by undigested food, which lodged 
in his windpipe, despite every effort to 
resuscitate him, ; 

Gould was % years old, married and 
worked in the factory of the Embree- 
McLean Carriage Co., 1819 Olive street, 
where his fingers were cut off in the 
shaping machine. He was taken to Dr. 
Mayes’ office by frank Schlotterbeck, 
superintendent of the factory. Dr. 
Mayes cailed in Dr. Barto to administer 
the chloroform while he performed the 
operation. 

“It would never have occurred had it 
not been an emergency case," said Dr. 
Barto. “Usually chloroform is used in 
operations after the patient’s stomach 
is emptied, but in this instance the need 
of haste was imperative. The znan had 
an undigested breakfast in his stomach. 
Chloroform invariably causes a patient 
to vomit, as it did in this case. A part 
of the contents of the stomach which 
Was thrown up lodged in the windpipe. 
Every effort on our part to dislodge it 
and wive relief was of no avail. He died 
of asphyxiation. [ ain a licensed phy- 
sician, acquainted with the proper use 
of chloroform and have administered it 
guccessfully in a number of cases,”

ERMANENT settlement in Texas was first 
made at San Anton'o, and it was here in 
17380 that the first European families com- 
memorated Christmas, and _ the establishment 
of Christian homes in the great State of Texas. San 
Antonio was founded in 1718, an¥ in 1722 a royal 
decree had provided that four hundred families from 
the Canary Islands should be brought to Texas as 
Settlers, But it was not until eteht years ae 
that the first ten or twelve Spanish families +m: y 
settled in the historic town. fy 

The mission of San Antonio de Valerb was in 
charge of Padre Olivares, a brave and devoted 
priest who had made many long journeys into the 
vast Texan region. It was to hfs little mission 
church that the earliest settlers went to pay their 
deyotions and to worship the Child who w 
on Christmas Day. 

It was a Missourian who arranged to take the 
first English-speaking colony into Texas: Moses 
Austin did not live to ¢arry out his enterprise, but 
his son, Stephen F. Austin, took the Missouri set- 
ers to Texas in 1821, where they settled on tne 
lower Brazos.

In that time, 200 years and more 
azo, the Christmas festival must have been, simple

Aif clothing and weapons, except the rude boné 
and flint implements of the Indians, had to be 
srought from Canada at the expense of much labor. 
The vessels in use on the tables of the families 
who ate their first Christmas dinner in Illinois were 
get with crude wooden trenchers, a few . pewter 
spoons, and perhaps some Indian pottery, while the 
cooking vessels were iron pots. These ear.y pioneers 
were ministered to by those devoted priests of the 
Jesuit Order, Father James Gravier and Father 
Gabriel Marest, names to be remembered-in Illinois 
history. 

It was in 1778 that there was a considerable num- 
ber of English-speaking persons to spend Christmas 
in Illinois, and these were the mén under Georce 
Rogers Clark who were to make their intrepid 
march through the cruel winter*’to ecanture Vin- 
cennes. The good priest, father Pierre Gibault, had, 
by his personal efforts, arranged for the journey. 
Clark and ‘his men spent the Christmas day of 1778 
in comparative comfort at Kaskaskia,

KANSAS. 


PANIARDS under Coronado, looking for the 
S fabled wealth of Cibo'a crossed the plains of 
Kansas in 1341. He did not find the gold he 
sought, but he spent many months in Kansas and 
the priest of his party was the first celebrant of 
Christmas in the State. 

It was in the early part of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury that Pike set up the American flag on the 
site of the Pawnee village, Sept. 29, 1806, and not 
many years thereafter the whites fram Missour', 
with Westport, end Independence as their last out- 
fitting places, passed through Kansas to Santa Fe. 
They made the Santa Fe trail—a road which was 
marked out by authority of Congress in 1825, 

The first Christmas spent by Americans in Ka 
homes was that of 1827 at Fort Leavenworth, which 
had been established by the United States army 
vears this place was the great Western rendez- 
for both traders and troops.

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How Our Christmas Presents May Soon Be 
Delivered—A Reform Indorsed by Postal 
Aut horities—Hitherto Opposed by Express 
Companies—How System Works in Europe. 


HE postal deficit of $10,0v0,000 last 
year in the United States is now 
causing a revival of agitation for a 

parcels post service in this country. It 
would be a great thing for the Southwest. 
The outlook ig that the next Congress wil] 
be forced to recognize that there is some- 
thing wrong in the present postal system 
and asked to pass remedial legislation. 
Unless some action is taken by Congress, 
the prediction is made by many party lead. 
ers that the parcels post will have a promi- 
nent piace in the platforms of the dominant 
parties in the next presidential campaign. 


HE parcels post is the most popular remedy for 
the postal deficit in the public ming. In many 
quarters where it was formerly looked upon as 

“Populistie” it is now regaérded with favor J 

The paroels post has proved so remunerative nnd 
s0 popular in many Buropean countries that, instead 
of limiting the service, it has been constantly ex- 
tended, until now eggs, poultry, laundry, vegetables 
and almost anything except reptiles is accepted for 
postal delivery. Germany has a colleet-on-delivery 
service, in connection, which is now exceedingly pop- 
ular. 

One of the chief obstructions te a parcels post serv- 
ice in America has been Senator Tom Platt of New 
York, president of the United States Express (‘o 
He is now old and failing, and no person claims 
for him his former strength, which has heretofore 
been used to prevent a parce!s Post In America Re- 
eent investigations, upheavals and the “moral wave" 
are expected to help remove the “four reasons” why 
America’ does not have this service 

These four reasons were tersely and plain)y stated 
by John Wannamaker when Postmaster-General. who 
eald: “It is true that parcels could be ear; at 
ebout one-twelfth their present cost by the Postottice 
Department, but you do not seem to he aware that 
there are four insuperable obstacles to the carrying 
of parceis by the United States P stoftice Denart- 
ment. The first of there is tho Adams Express Co 
the second is ..e American Express Co. the third 


— 


is the Wells-Fargo Express Co. and the fourth is 
the United State# Express Co.’ 

Reasons for opposition to the parcels post on the 
part of the express companies have recently been 
strikingly shown. A struggle by the minority. stock- 
holders in one of the express companies developed 
the fact that 40 per cent interest was being earned 
on the original investment. As a consequence of 
these large profits being made public it has now 
been announced that the Rock Island Railway will 
oust this company from its lines and establish an 
express company of Its own. 

Sentiment among the small merchants of the South- 
west is divided. Some merchants tn small towns fear 
that a parcels post would further increase the busi- 
ness of the mail order houses of the cities and roll 
the last cloud of doom over their stores. But others

With a parcels post in operation in St. Louis, for in- 
if the fate were about one-half cent per 
cost of delivering a four-pound package 
would be 2 cents, and at a rate of 1 cent per pound 
the cost would be only 4 cents. This reduction would 
enable merchants to make still further reductions in 
the retail price of goods. 

And where each mercantile house now has a num- 
ber of delivery wagons, most of W..ach go out only 
partly loaded, tnele Sam would have hundreds of 
wagons in service, all running on schedule, and al- 
most all of them with full loads. 

The library associations of the United States: have 
long been active in an effort to secure better rates 
for books. They ask that the rate of 1 cent for two 
ounces apply to all books. They desire even a lower 
rate, which would make it possible to advance the 
cause of education by freer circulation of books 
throughout the country. They object to the four- 
pound limit as now applied. 

It is even desired by Officials in the Postoffice De- 
partment at Washington that the third and fourth 
class rates be combined at a rate of 1 cent for two 
ounces. These demands, however, are small. The 
parcels post now popular in the mind of tne people 
would carry packages of merchandise at a liberal 
limit in weight for about 1 cent a pound. 

The advocates of the parcels post mail service con- 
tend that the present four-pound limit on packages 
and the high rate of postage charged by the Goy- 
together with the express rates, are ham- 
ndustries and the commerce of the 
I'nited States.
